The Soviet Premier added that 
the question of unification “must 
he decided by the peoples of the 
countries concerned. “The So- 
viet Union has not interfered 
and « not interfering in such 
affairs,” Tass quoted him as say- 
ing. “However, the Soviet Union 
is wot indifferent to the situa. 
tien which is growing up in a 
region not far from its fron- 
tiers.” 


Iran’s Shah 
Ridicules 
USSR Claims 


WASHINGTON (AP)—lIran’s 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahilevi 
says the Soviets requested him 
not to sign a bilateral defense 
pact with the United States and 
not.to grant military bases to 
foreign powers. 

“ve first point was unaccept- 
able, the second needed cliarifi- 
cation and Moscow was reluc- 
tamt to define what it meant by 
foreign bases. “That was the 
trouble”. the Shah said in a 


copyright interview with the 
magazine U.S. News and World 
Report. The Shah was inter- 


viewed at Tehran. 


The Shah is the target of Com- 
muniset attacks since Moscow 
failed to persuade him to sign 
ah. agreement with Soviet Rus- 
sia. imstead Iran, together with 
Toarkey and Pakistan, signed de- 
fense pacts with the U.S.

“Tne Shah said he could 
agree with this idea as “it al- 
waver has been our policy not 
lo @rent bases to a foreign 
power.” But he asked for more 
exact wording -becauge other- 
wise-the Russians “could call 
dliything they wanted a base.” 
“Everything in Iran is and 
WIL be under Iranian control,” 
the Shah declared. 

~Cfyilian airports and railways 
Iran is building could be con- 
sidered “aggressive” by the So-

Iraq and the UAR. have been 
trading vitriolic insults since 
last week's abortive Iraqi revolt 
in Mosul. 

But so far Iraq has limited its 
actions to accusing the UAR of 
fomenting the rebellion and 
kicking cut a dozen UAR diplo- 
mats. 

Al Ahram also said that Iraqi 
refugees reaching Syria report- 
ed that the Iraqi rebellion has 
“moved” to the mountain sum- 
mer resort of Sarasank in north- 
ern ltraq. : 

The refugees were quoted as 
saying that the rebels against 
Premier Abdul Karim Kassem’s 
regime have “occupied” the 
town and established their 
headquarters there. 

The newspaper quoted the 
refugees as saying that more 
than 1,000 persons—including 
60 officers—were executed by 
“Kassem’s terrorist gangs” | 
when the Mosul rebellion was 
crushed. - 

Another sign of extreme anti- 
UAR feeling in Iraq, the re- 
fugees gaid, was the completion 
of preparations in Baghdad to 
execute Col. Abdel Salam Aref 
ani Rashid Ali El Kfany. 

Aref, fiery pro-Nasstr one- 
time No. 2 man in the regime, 
and El Kilany, longtime Nation- 
alist, were condemned to death 
for potting to overthrow the 
Government last Novernber. 

But so far, Kassem has not 
decided to carry out the sen- 
tences. 

A Beirut report, meanwhile, 
quoted an American petroleum 
engineer trapped in Mosul dur- 
ing the abortive revolution as 
saying that at least 1,500 per- 
sons were killed in the Mosul 
bloodbath. 

The oilman,

side a railroad station hotel for 
four days while the Mosu) bat- 
tle was fought outside.

Baghdad Blames UAR 

BAGHDAD (UPI)—Iraqi For- 
eign Minister Dr. Hashem 
Jawad in an exclusive inter- 
view with the UPI charged 
Sunday that the abortive Mosul 
rebellion was “organizec by the 
United Ara» Republic” and that 
the rebels were “supplied with 
arms by the UAR.” 

Jawad, former Iraqi delecate 
to the United Nations in New 
York, also said the Mosul rchels 
raised the UAR flag over army 
buildings in Mosul and Iraq has 
proof that three anti-Kassem 
conspiracies in the last eight 
months can be laid squarely at 
the door of UAR President Ga 
mal Abdel Nasser. 

Jawad said Iraq had made no 
representations to Cairo as a 
result of the conspiracies. Iraq’s 
future course would be deter- 
mined after a thorough investi- 
gation of the background of the 
Mosui rebellion, he said.

proved by the Imperial House- 
hold Agency director. 

Yesterday's ruling will be a

Family may receive a year to 
¥ 1,200,000. 

Meanwhile, it was learned 
that the “white birch” has been 
selected as Michiko’s embie'n 
when she becomes Crowa 
Princess next month. 

The Emperor’s emblem is a 
young bamboo; the Empress 
is a peach; the Crown Prince's 
is the character for prosperity. 

Michiko wanted the wild 
chrysanthemum as a symbol of 
her humble origin, according 
to one report, but the Crown 
Prince persuaded her to accept 
the white birch, which abounds 
in the Karuizawa mountain re 
sort where the two first met. 


Ike to Report

WASHINGTON (AP)—Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower re 
ports to America Monday night 
(Tuesday morning JST) on tne 
Berlin situation as he sees it, 

His half-hour address will be 
earried by all the major radio 
and television networks, sfart- 
ing at 9:30 p.m. (11 a.m. JST, 
Tuesday). He will speak ircm 


fithe White House. 


Advance indications were 
that Eisenhower would defai! 
his charges that the Fuss'ars, 
in seeking to force allied m'li- 
tary forces out of the onetime 
German capital, are trying .to 
break solemn agreements entler- 
ed into during and after World 
War II concerning the four- 
power status of the city. 

He may emphasize this by 
showing his television audience 
some of the documents setting 
forth the occupation agreements. 

He also was expected to rei- 
terate America’s intention to 
stand firm in Berlin,-and to em- 
phasize the senselessness of 
atomic war. 

Informed sources described 
the speech as a restatement of 
the American position and an 
effort to put into perspective 
the cold war battle over Berlin 
that has been raging since last 
November. They said the 
speech would contain no sur- 
= and set forth no new poli- 
cies, 


Kishi Accepts 
Formal Invite 
From Britain 


Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi has received and accepted 
a formal invitation to visit 
Britain, the Government an- 
nounced yesterday. 


A communique to this effect 
was issued simultaneously in 
Tokyo and London last night. 

The final complete schedule 
of Kishi’s projected trip to 
Europe and Latin America is 
expected to be drawn up .bg. 
the end of this month. 

The invitation from Britain 
said the. British Government 
was agreeable to Kishi's plan 
to arrive in London July 12 
and stay there until July 16 
when he will leave for Bonn. 
Queen Elizabeth will be absent 
from London on a state visit 
to Canada during the period, 

According to a_ tentative 
schedule worked out by the 
Foreign Office, the Prime Min- 
ister will leave Tokyo on July 
il for a 12-nation tour. includ- 
ing Britain. He will return Aug. 
6. 


The schedule follows: July 11 
Depart Tokyo; July 12-16 Brit- 
ain; July 17-18 West Germany; 
July 19 Austria; July 20-21 
France; after which Kishi will 
visit Brazil, Argentina, Chile, 
Peru, Columbia, Venezuela, the 
Dominican Republic and Mexico 
in that oraer, 

The Frime Minister will re- 
turn by way of the U.S. Leav- 
ing San Francisco Aug. 14, he 
is scheduled to arrive in Tokyo 
Aug. 16.

Akagi said Chou’s statement 
only made clear that govern- 
ment-to-government talks would 
have to be held to break the 
suspended trade relations. , 

The Government will study 
the problem after studying a 
joint communique to be issued 
soon by Socialist Party Secret- 
ary General Asanuma now in 
Red China and Chou. 

He said there was no need 
now for the Government t 
change its wait-and-see atti- 
tude 


The Chou statement came as 
no surprise to Foreign Office 
leaders. 

Foreign Minister  Alichiro 
Fujivama and high officials of 
the Foreign Office agreed at a 
meeting vesterday that Chou's 
statement was just they had 
expected and that there was no 
need for the Government to 
take any action.

Political Negotiations 
Unnecessary: Moiseyev 


The Russian delegate to the current Japan-Soviet fishery 
talks said yesterday that he did not believe political negotiations 
were necessary at the present stage of the deadlocked talks. 

P. A. Moiseyev, nead of his country’s negotiating team, said 
at a press conference held at the Soviet Embassy that the over- 


all salmon catch quota for this 
year should be decided by the 
Japan-Soviet Fishery Committee 
on the basis of scientific find- 
ings. 

The issue should not be re 
solved on a political basis, he 


was the first held by Molseyev 
since the fishery talks started 
here Jan. 12. Observers believ- 
ed that the Soviets called the 
press conference to time it with 
the current critical stage in the 
negotiations. 

Moiseyev said the three fish- 
ing zones proposed by the §So- 
viet side recently covered an 
area of about 600,000 square 
kilometers (230,000 square 
miles), or approximately the 
size of the Japan Sea. 

He said Russia proposed en- 
largement of the restricted fish- 
ing grounds to protect salmon 
resources. 

The Japanese side contends 
that 82 per cent of the salmon 
grounds in the northwestern 
Pacific would be closed to Japa- 
nese fishermen if the Russian 
plan were accepted. 

The Russians also called for 
a shorter fishing season. 

Moiseyev claimed that Japa- 
nese fishing fleets caught some 
70 per cent of the total salmon 
catch in the three zones during 
the past three years. 

The Russian delegate also 
said his country has no inten- 
tion of prohibiting Japanese 
fishermen from conducting off- 
shore fishing. 

Meanwhile, the Japan-Soviet 
Fisnery Committee held its 20th 
plenary session at the Foreign 
Offide yesterday. The meeting 
lasted from 10 a.m. to 1:15 p.m. 

The two delegations exchang- 
ed data on. salmon resources 
and the catch limit for young 
pink salmon.

North Korea Lists 
$325 Million in Aid

North Korea reported last 
night that it received more than 
1,300 million rubles of “free aid” 
from the Soviet Union since 
World War Il. 

The North Korean Central 
News Agency, in a broadcast 
monitored here, said the Soviet 
Union gave 1,300 million rubles 
($325 million according to the 
special Russian exchange rate) 
in “free aid” and exempted 
North Korea from redeeming 
several hundred million rubies 
of “previous credit” loans,

Yiu referred to this as “the 
unprepossessing spectacle of 
Japanese envoys virtually on 
their knees to a Communist pup- 
pet regime.” 

The whole a 0 scheme 
—he called it “deportation”—was 
initiated by the Communists, 
Yiu said, and was political rather 
than humanitarian in its pur- 


pose. 

“By trying to change this fact, 
and by trying to confuse world 
opinion,” he declared Japan had 
handed the Communists an 
portunity to create dissension 
among Far East nations that 
“should be working together 
against the true common 
enemy.” 

Yiu painted a grave picture 
of the situation, which he noted 
as developing at a “most unfor- 
tunate’ time,” when the Free 
World was being challenged by 
communism in the Berlin crisis. 

He alleged that Japan had 
“abruptly” announced the dis- 
patch of JRC vice president Yo- 
shisuke Kasai to Geneva despite 
a CICR statement that the Japa- 
nese claims in the matter had 
been sufficiently explained.

PARIS (UPT)—Communists 
and the right-wing Union for 
the New Republic both claimed 
sweeping gains in municipal 
elections in the Paris area 
Monday.

beaten leftist “popular fronts” 
formed by Communists and dis- 
sident socialists. 

Returns from the second day 
of polling in the municipal elec- 
tions Sunday were fragmentary 
and officials at the Interior Min-

fore the final results were col- 
lected. 

But a first size-up showed 
that Communists, while doing 
better than expected, had not 
stored the successes they had 
hoped for with the revival of 
the popular front.

UNR, which scored a sweeping 
victory in last November's par- 
liamentary elections, was also 
up 16 seats to 30. 

Partial returns from country 
districts showed that in the 
tough coal-mining areas of the 
north the “popular fronts”— 
formed by vote-hunting Social- 
ists in defiance of orders from 

party. boss Guy Mollet not to 
work with the Communists— 
were generally unsuccessful. 

The roughly 15,000,000 voters 
who trooped to the polls Sunday 
to elect municipal councils in 
17870 communities of under 
120,000 inhabitants generally 
stayed true to form, partial re- 
sults showed. 

The Communist popular vote 
was slightly up. But the al- 
liances formed by non-Commvu- 
nist parties in the week be- 
tween the first and second 
rounds of voting were gener- 
ally sufficient to keep the Reds 
from making any spectacular 
‘gains. 

Many of the political figures 
of the discredited Fourth Re- 
public, ousted from parliament 
by the landslide to the right in 
the November parliamentary 
elections. crept back into mu- 
nicipal office again.

Kennedy’s Family 
Gets Acid Threats 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Robert 
Kennedy, chief counsel of the 
Senate Rackets Committee, has 
received anonymous threats 
from a telephone caller that 
someone would throw acid into 
the eyes of his six children. 

Kennedy, it was learned Sun- 
day night, told the committee 
about the threats at a closed 
meeting Tuesday. However, it 
was said he did not ask the com- 
mittee to take any specific steps 
to protect his family. 

Kennedy refused to comment 
on reports that he had received 
such threats. 

“I don’t care to discuss it,” he 
told a reporter. 

It was an acid throwing—the 
blinding of New York labor re- 
porter Victor Riesel—that set 
off the rackets hearings in early 
1957. Assailants dashed acid 
into the eyes of Riesel in a 
New York street minutes after 
a broadcast in which he had 
denounced labor racketeering. 


N. Nigeria 
Gets Internal 
Autonomy 


LAGOS (Kyodo-Reuter)—The 
17,000,000 people of Northern 
Nigeria took a step nearer in- 
dependence Sunday when their 
region attained internal self- 
government as part of the Ni- 
gerian Federation. 


The eastern and western re- 
gions have already achieved in- 
ternal self-government and the 
whole country—Britain’s largest 
colony, with a total population 
of 33,000,000—will become an in- 
dependent state within the Com- 
monwealth in October 1960. 


At a private ceremony Satur- 
day in Kaduna, the regional cap- 
ital, Gov. Sir Gawain Bell, offi- 
clally handed over the presi- 
dency of the regional Executive 
Council to the Premier, the 
Sardauno of Sokoto, Alhaji for 
Ahmadu Bello.

half factual—or factual enough 
to be tantalizing in its incon- 
clusiveness. 

In the first room of this exhi- 
we there hangs a small paint- 

ing that purports to be a real- 
life portrait of Shotoku Taishi. 
He stands in the pose of Chi- 
nese imperial portraits and.the 
two smaller figures at his side 
are generally interpreted to be 
a son and a brother of this great 
patron of Buddhism in Japan. 
We are as unsure of the per- 
sonalities as we are of the paint- 
er, who is said to have been 
the Korean artist-prince Asa. 

The shading in the folds of 
the costume follows no system- 
atic rendition of light and 
shade, in the manner of a mis 
understood heritage of painting 
that reaches back to India and 
even farther westward. This 
work may be a later copy, per- 
haps of the eighth century. 

equally unsettied is the date 
and style of a series of large 
paintings, mounted as two-panel 
screens, which recount the en- 
tire “Life History of Shotoku 
Taishi.” Small labels are paint- 
ed in as guideposts to these 
labyrinthine landscapes, through 
which the figure of the prince 
winds in and out, as in the il- 
lustrated scrolis of the late Hel 
an period. By costume, style 
of painting, and landscape de- 
tails these paintings are now 
dated circa 1063 A.D., but the 
repairs and retouchings range 
up to the 18th century. This 
work is unsettled and puzzling, 
yet it remains a seminal work 
of greatest importance.

Insects Better Flyers 
Than Birds or Bats 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The 
Smithsonian Institution said 
today that insects are better 
flyers than birds or bats. 


“They are superior In some 
ways,” the Smithsonian said, 
“to any fiying machine yet in- 
vented by man.” 


The institution attributed 
these findings to a research 
associate, Dr, R. E. Snodgrass. 

Insects, Snodgrass said, were 
fiving for at least 100 million 
years before any other creatures 
took to the air, 


The earliest insects cou‘d 
jump but couldn't fly. Some in 
sects still can’t fly. 


How fiying insects got their 
wings is a matter of conjecture. 
Snodgrass thinks the ancestor 
of winged insects was “some 
long extinct many-fogted worm: 
like creature” who abandoned 
the sea for the shore. 

Some of the feet, little more 
than fleshy lobes, evolved into 
wings. This evidently was in 
response to need. 

When birds and bats came 
along, they caught and ate in- 
sects who couldn't fly well, This 
tended to eliminate the less 
efficient insect flight systems, 


Birds and bats still manage to} 


catch insects. Nevertheless, 
weight for weight and muscie 
for muscle, insects, the Smith 
sonian said, “are the most ef- 
ficient flying animals.”

Some of the archaic stiffness 
and clumsinese of these eariy

In the large galleries across 
the vestibule are displayed 
objects of those “minor” arts 
that are often so beguiling 
through their glimpse into the 
actual behavior and usage of the 
time.

‘Calculating’ Policy 


Rut as the same time they 
began adopting a more “calcu- 
lating” trade policy. 

Consequently, Japan has con- 
tinued to receive discriminatory 
treatment from nations with 
which Japan has an excess of 
imports ‘over exports, including 
West Germany, France, Italy 
and Cuba. 


Such nations as Sweden and 
underdeveloped nations, to 
which Japan exports more than 
it imports, on the other hand, 
have demanded strongly that 
Japan buy more. 

Sitch in Imports 


The observers said Japan, con-

R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Co. 
_Attains Sales Records in °58 


All-time records for sales and 
e@rnings were attained by R. 3. 
Reynolds Tobecco Co. in 1958, 
according to the annual report 
issued by John C. Whitaker, 
chairman. of the board, and 
Bowman Gray, president. 

Sales passed the billion-dol- 
lar mark for the second year in 
succession, totaling $1,146,558,- 
976, an increase of 8.8 per cent 
over the previous record of $1,- 
053,325,579 established in 1957. 

The number of cigarettes sold 
by the company in 1958 was the 
largest in tS history and sur- 
passed the previous record year 
of 1957. The percentage in- 
crease, according to the report, 
was greater than for the indus- 
try as a whole. 

The company’s Camel, Win- 
ston, and Salem cigarettes led 
their respective fields in sales 
volume as did Prince Albert 
smoking tobacco and Days Work 
chewing tobacco. 

Increasing its percentage of 
the reguilar-size, nonfilter mar- 
ket, Camel continued to main- 
tain its position as the country’s 
largest-selling cigarette, the re- 
port said. 

During the last six months of 
1958. the report pointed out, 


sales of Camel exceeded those 
of the same months of 1957, 


thus, reversing a trend of the 
last few years following the rise 
of filter-tips. 

In 1958, the percentage of 
filter-tip sales for the industry 
reached a new high, estimated 
at 46 per cent of total cigarette 
volume, and this was reflected 
in increased sales-of Winston 
and Salem brands. 

The company’s expansion pro- 
gram is proceeding on schedule, 
according to the report, with 
1958 expenditures of $23,865,183 
for plant and equipment, bring- 
ing the setae total to $47,- 
847,341. ‘ 

The estimated cost of com- 
pleting the present program is 
$38,000,000, of which approxi- 
mately $24,000,000 is expected 
to be spent in 1959. 

Included in the program is a 
new $20,000,000 cigarette fac- 
tory to be constructed in Win- 
ston-Salem and scheduled for 
completion early in 1961. 

As part of the company’s di- 
versification program, its Arch- 
er Aluminum division expand- 
ed operations during the year 
with the completion of a new 
foil rolling and converting 
plant. In addition to producing 
materials for the company’s 
own uses, this division selis alu- 
minum foll to other users.

Gov't Lifts Ban 
On Shipbuilding 


The Transportation Ministry 
has lifted the ban on the con- 
struction of ships by firms not 
included in the Government 
shipbuilding program. 

It will approve construction of 
nine ships soon. Applications 
have been opened this week. 

The ministry imposed the ban 
in April, last year, in order to 
enable shipping circles to secure 
necessary bank loans under the 
Government's 14th shipbuilding 
program. 

The total lifting of the ban 
was decided, however, because 
accommodation of bank loans 
for the 14th shipbuilding pro- 
gram has come to an end and 
shipbuilding companies now 
have idle gridirons. 

The nine ships include a 
3,600-ton freighter applied by 
the Kinkai Steamship Co. The 
remaining eight, are all “stcck 
boats” which shipbuilding firms 
will build in anticipation of fu- 
ture orders,

intelligent, hard working peopie 
living in freedom both as work- 
ers and consumers. I submit 
that Japan’s ability. to expand 
its own overpopulated and re- 
source-scarce industrial econ- 
omy by 6.1 per cent, is a dozen 
times more impressive than the 
Soviet ability to get an 8 per 
cent expansion out of a coin- 
try that is probably the richest 
in the world in natural re- 
sources. And I submit that any 
Japanese who would want to 
live under Communist tyranny 
in order to add another less 
than 2 per cent vearly increase 
in industry would have to be 
crazy. 


The credulous world public, 
overimpressed by Sputniks and 
ICBM’s, seems also to credit the 
Soviet with something like 
a miracle in bringing the Rus- 
ee economy to its present 
evel. 


How miraculous is it? Again, 
starting with a storehouse of 
natural wealth, and at a cost of 
the most colossal human -fratri- 
cide the world has ever known,

Reds’ Economic Progress 
Fails to Justify Claims

possible job. How do you com- 
pare Sputniks with shoes, and 
how do you weigh the Soviet 
expansion of its steel industry 
with the building of a million 
and a quarter or so new hous- 
ing units each year in America? 
When the majority of Russians 
own a home complete with bath- 
rooms, television and a relative- 
ly new car every year with 
roads to drive it on, plus a spare 
suit and an extra pair of shoes 
to p»* on while the first pair 
is getting new heels, then and 
only then can Khrushchev boast 
that he is in range of the Amer- 
ican economy. When the Soviet 
worker only has to work half 
a day to earn enough to buy a 
new pair of shoes instead of 
the two or three days as at pres- 
ent and cah buy what he wants 
when he wants it, then perhaps 
the Soviet economy can be said 
to be supporting its people in 
something like the comfort it 
has been promising for nearly 
half a century. 

All of this will take a long 
while and.a good many seven- 
year plans. Economic develop- 
ment is not only the adding of 
an 8 per cent a year boost in 
steel or oil electric power out- 
put. If the people are going 
to get any benefit from their 
hard work, an economy must 
pour out daily the thousands 
and thousands of items which 
people want to buy and use. 
Out of the American gross na- 
tional product now running at 
a yearly rate of about $450,000 
million, maybe not.so high a 
percentage is going into steel 
mills and the rest of heavy in- 
dustry as in Soviet Russia. But 
vastly more of it is going into 
servicing an economy to pro- 
vide a good living for the peo- 
ple who live in it. There are 
no mine fields and guards with 
machineguns at the border 
keeping Americans in America. 
When the Soviet can say the 
same, the world can then be- 
lieve that they are successful 
in economic development. They 
are probably more than a half 
century away from it, not seven 
years. 


Contrast in Incomes 


In cold figures, the Saviets’ 
per capita income is a respect- 
able but hardly luxurious $750 
or 80 a year. The American 
income is more than $2,000 per 
person. This is about three 
times as high in money alone, 
and probably 10 times as high 
in terms of the relative quality 
and availability of the consum- 
er goods which that money is 
supposed to buy. 

An even more impressive 
statistic can be that of produc- 
tivity. Popular acceptance would 
have it that Soviet industrial 
productivity per worker is go 
Ing up at a rate from 50 to 100 
per cent faster than that of the 
American worker. This is rel- 
atively true if total production 
is divided by the total number 
of mnonagricultural employed 
people. But regard the fact that 
the American consumer pu 
37 per cent of his income int 
services—the garage and TV 
and power lawn mower repair- 
man, and so on—a 5 per cent 
switch of income in only the 
last five years. In industrial 
production, American output 
has gone up nearly 50 per cent 
in the last decade with almost 
no increase in the factory labor 
force, a rate of industrial out- 
put increase per industrial 
worker far beyond that of the 
Soviet, where the service part 
of the economy is still almost 
nonexistent. 

More will be said in the next 
article about the Red Chinese 
and their attempt to sweat 
capital out of their 650 million 
subjects.

Britain Cuts KLM 
Singapore Flights 


LONDON (AP)—Britain Mon- 
day told the Netherlands that 
Royal Dutch Airlines (K‘ M) 
service to Singapore will} cut 
to once a week at the end of 
March. 

This constituted a rejection of 
a Dutch plea for continuance 
of two flights each week into 
Singapore. 

Britain decided to slash the 
KLM flights in half two months 
ago. However, it deferred ac- 
tion on its decision after appeals 
by Dutch government officials. 
The criginal reduction was to 
have started Feb. 28. 

Dutch Foreign Minister Dr. 
Joseph Lung came to London in 
January to discuss the issue 
with Foreign Secretary Selwyn 
Lioyd. 

In February, Britain held off 
action on its decision pending 
the return of Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan from his Rus- 
sian trip. 

Britain had temporarily grant- 
ed KLM permission to step up 
KLM facilities at Singapore at 
the time of the evacuation of 
Dutch nationals from Indonesia 
in December, 1957. The British 
view has been that this emer- 
gency is now passed and there 
no longer is a requirement for 
two KLM flights to Singapore 
each week. 

As a result, Britain Monday 
formally told the Netherlands 
Government it regrets it is not 
possible to meet the Dutch de- 
sire for “higher level of air serv- 
ices at Singapore.”

The North Vietnamese action 
was interpreted as a gesture of 
rotest against the Japanese 
overnment’s efforts to conclude 
a reparations agreement with 
South Vietnam. 

Japanese business representa- 
tives in Hanoi feared that they 
may be forced to return to 
Japan when the reparations 
pact with Saigon is signed.

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Asanuma’s Statements 

The ruling Liberal-Democratic Party last Friday sent 
a cablegram to Mr. Inejiro Asanuma, head of the Socialist 
Party’s goodwill mission to Red China, protesting against 
his recént statement in Peiping that the United States is 
the “enemy of both Japan and Communist China.” 

This scandalous statement is reported to have been 
made by Mr. Asanuma at a meeting with Mr. Chang Hsi-jo, 
director of the Red Chinese Foreign Affairs Institute, and 
the ground for making it is said to be because the United 
States had “extended its influence to Taiwan which is part 
of China and in the case of Japan occupied the’ Okinawa 


islands.” 


Although when it left for Peiping we had misgivings 
as to what the Socialist mission might say or do, we could 
hardly have believed that its head would have made such 
a palpably untruthful statement as this—a statement that 
is hardly likely to do his own party any good at home. 
Most peoplé will be inclined to ask whether the opinion 
expressed is only Mr. Asanuma’s own opinion or does it 
represent the opinion of the Japanese Socialist Party? If 
the former, it suggests the unfitness of Mr. Asanuma for 
leadership.. If the latter, it is no recommendation of the 
Socialist Party to the Japanese electorate. 


The United States is a country which is in close friendly 
relations with Japan and it seems almost inconceivable that 
a representative of one of Japan’s major political parties 


should make such an irresponsible statement. 


As Mr. 


Fukuda, secretary general of the Liberal-Democratic Party, 
has pointed out, one is aware that some Socialists have 
been accepting Communist Chinese viewpoints uncondition- 
ally, but one did not expect that an official Socialist Party 
mission would act in such a way. An explanation has been 
put forward that Mr. Asanuma was accusing American 
“imperialism” and not the American people; this, however, 
is mere sophistry, savoring of the Communists’ own trick- 


ery. 


So far as the present status of Okinawa is concerned, 
it is a matter for regret to the Japanese people as well as 
to the Okinawan people that the islands havé not been 
handed back to the civil administration of this country. 
However, it is not correct to say that the island group as 
a whole is under American military occupation. The main- 
tenance of bases in Okinawa is not only legally justified by 
treaty but it is also an essential part of a defense system 
under which Japan is protected from external aggression. 
Mr. Asanuma’s inferences not only distort facts but are 
offensive to the people of Japan and Okinawa. 

The speech Mr. Asanuma delivered last Thursday be- 
fore a large audience in the auditorium of the Political 
Consultative Assembly in Peiping is even more controver- 


sial. 


Mr. Asanuma was reported to have denounced the 


Government of his own country to an applauding Chinese 
audience as a dependent of American “imperialism” and 
declared that the people of Japan were angry with the 
Kishi Administration for rupture of trade relations with 


Red China. 


We wonder what could have been the Socialist leader’s 
intention in making such humiliating remarks in the Com- 
munist capital, where the leaders repeatedly refuse to 
trade with Japan and where the stand has been taken that 
the Kishi Government is the enemy of the Chinese people. 
Is he intending to invite foreign intervention in Japan’s 


domestic affairs? 


Has he ever thought of the injury he 


might inflict upon this nation by openly denouncing its 
Government as a dependent of American “imperialism?” 
Before trying to curry favor with the Chinese Reds by 
fabricating such an absurd story, why did he not try to 


convey the true feelings of 


the Japanese people at the 


statements repeatedly made by Peiping leaders about the 
government they had duly elected? 

The absurdity of the Socialist leader’s remarks is 
prolonged in asseverations that the Socialist Party will 
join forces with Red China in fighting for prohibition of 
nuclear weapons, and abolition of American military bases 
in Japan, and the advocacy of a new security system, 
which would include Communist countries, after the abro- 
gation of the present Japan-U.S. Security Treaty. These 
ideas are founded on unreality. The existence of the Japan- 
U.S. Security Treaty is a reality, and it is a reality dictated 
by, circumstances directly due to the activities of persons 
of a recognizable political color such as Mr. Asanuma was 
addressing in the Peiping auditorium. 


Even if one tries to excuse Mr. Asanuma on the ground 
that he was trying to “soft soap” the Chinese Reds in 
order to get some concessions from them, it is clear that 
the nature of his statements was such as to do a disservice 


to this country. 


This is not the way to secure such contacts as can be 
honorably made with Communist China. The Reds them- 
selves are not likely to be deceived by any insincere playing 
to their gallery. Nor can we expect them to appreciate any 

‘partial admission of their viewpoint (even if intended to 


be sincere) for they would demand more. 


The nature of 


communism is all or nothing, and if Mr. Asanuma thinks 
otherwise, we believe he is gravely mistaken.

WASHINGTON—The cherish- 
ed legend that any and all large 
public affairs are best directed 
“by businessmen with business- 
like methods” is collapsing be- 
fore our eyes. 

The notion’s bankruptcy is be- 
ing shown in the very agency 
which is the largest buyer and 
affords the greatest opportuvity 
for a certain manegerial skill. 
But it is a skill quite different 
from that» required in business, 
and this is where the rub comes. 

This agency is the Departinent 
of Defense. In spending $40,009 
million a year it dwarfs our big- 
gest private corporations. And 
on its proper functioning rests 
the physical survival cf the 
United States. 

The second of the big business- 
men to head Defense in the 
Eisenhower Administration, Netl 
McElroy, has given notice that 
he is unlikely to last out the 


_Administration’s own tenure. He 


is understood to feel that he 
must fairly soon return to pri- 
vate life unless he is to sacrifice 
an income running to six figures 
for the $25,000 pay of the Sec- 
retary of Defense. 

McElroy has been one of the 
country’s great business suc- 
cess stories— soap and allied 
products in his case. So, too, 
was his predecessor here, 
Charles FEF. Wilson, the former 
president of General Motors. 

Much has been soundly said 
that handing the defense post 
about from one corporation ex- 
ecutive to another is a poor 
way to run a railroad. There 
is special point in this obser- 
vation since this particular rail- 
road, the Defense Department, 
is so immense that anybody 
needs at least two years simply 
to know his way about in the 
labyrinths, literal and other- 
wise, of the Pentdgon. 

It seems to this observer,

however, that there is an even 
more basic point: the Pentagon, 
though superficially the Gov- 
ernment department most near- 
ly comparable to the great in- 
dustrial! corporations, is actual- 
ly the department most. clearly 
illustrating why businessman 
methods will not work in most 
governmental affairs. 

The great trouble, in a word,

is not simply a too-rapid turn- 
over in the businessman heads 
of Defense.

One reason for the seemingly 
unflagging concern of the West 
for Tibetan Buddhism is surely 
the way in which the Buddhist 
religion was first introduced to 
Europe. Political and geograph- 
ical accident determined that 
it would be the Southern ver- 
sion of the faith with which 
Europe first came into contact; 
the result has been that ever 
since Western scholars have 
tended to regard these Hinayana 
schools as the norm, and the 
Northern Mahayana varieties as 
something akin to a wicked de- 
generation of a once noble way. 


This is all rather as if Mar- 
tian scholars were first to come 
into contact with a small com- 
munity of Monophysites; it 
would then be at least under- 
standable if at some later date 
they might write learnedly but 
a trifle patronizingly of the 
iconography of Chartres or 
Rheims and “this European off- 
shoot” of Christianity which it 
represents. Even the term 
“Lamaism” betrays this orienta- 
tion, but valid or not it appears 
to be here to stay. 


The volume-of which the 
Tuttle Co. has now given us 
this beautiful, sparklingly 
jacketed reprint is one of the 
classic reference works for the 
study of this religion of the 
Tibetan highlands, whatever 
we may choose to call it, and 
Tibetan studies have not ad- 
vanced néarly enough in the 
two decades since it first appear- 
ed to make it any less essential 
today than it was then.

Asanuma’s Statement 

The statement by Socialist 
Party Secretary-General Ine 
jiro Asanuma, head of the mis- 
sion to Peiping, that American 
imperialism is a common en- 
emy .to Japan and Communist 
China, seems to have given a 
strong weapon to the Peiping 
authorities. A basic policy re- 
garding the exchange of views 
between the Socialist Party mis- 
sion and the Peiping authori- 
ties, as adopted by the party's 
central committee, advises the 
mission that it should take the 
position that Japan should be- 
long to neither the East nor 
the West but establish good re- 
lations with ‘all countries” in 
the world.—Sankei Shimbun 


* Chou’s Views: 

Communist Chinese Premier 
Chou-En-lai has told the Social- 
ist mission in Peiping that “peo- 
ple’s diplomacy” is impossible 
under the Kishi regime “which 
has been regarding Red China 
as an enemy.” Indeed we ad- 
mit that the Kishi regime has 
said and acted in what seemed 
to be unpleasant manner about 
Peiping, but we believe Premier 
Chou is going too far to make 
such an allegation. Premier 
Chou must bear in mind that

Japan’s Economy 

Former Finance Minister Ha- 
yato Ikeda in his talks with 
Kansai business leaders predict- 
ed that the living standards of 
the nation will become two or 
three times better than at pres- 
ent because of increased income 
fitting in with the present large 
equipment investment. His state- 
ment cannot be challenged since 
wages are still low compared 
with a substantial improvement 
of Japan's economic power. Ike- 
da’s idea of improving the Japa- 
nese economy by pointing out 
the defects of the Government 
policy for the eventual purpose 
of enforcing salaries and wages 
double the present, was correct. 
It was also significant that he 
pointed out that economic condi-

The reprint, like the original, 
is virtually an illustrated cata- 
logue of the William B. Whitney 
collection of Tibetan art in the 
American Museum of Natural 
History in New York. To it, for 
this reprint, have been added 
31 exceptionally clear plates 
showing a set of paintings from 
the late Baron A. von Stael-Hol- 
stein’s collection. 


Like all Tibetan painting 
these are virtually impossible to 
date, but their almost excessive- 
ly Chinese style and  back- 
grounds incline one to question, 
not their authenticity, of course, 
but at the very least their place 
of origin. One suspects that 
sets like these were (and pro- 
bably still are) produced in 
North China by Chinese work- 
ing under the direction of Mon- 
golian monks, Mongolian in na- 
tionality but Tibetan in re- 
ligious faith and language. Of 
course, much if’ not all late 
Tibetan painting shows strong 
Chinese influence, but this set 
exhibits it to a remarkable 
degree. 

It is also interesting to note 
that among the acknowledge- 
ments to the first edition the 
author thanked a Japanese, 


‘Shoichi Ichikawa, not only for 


taking nearly all the photo- 
graphs reproduced but for “his 
unfailing encouragement at 
times when the task seemed 
most difficult.” That this beau- 
tiful reprint today would be pos- 
sible only in Japan is surely a

they are essentially imprudent 
—that is, daring and full of 
costly innovations. 


What are required are un- 
avoidably wasteful and consci- 
ously competitive and ‘over 
lapping production systems, the 
ultimate goal of which is not 
profit or even order as such but 
simply military strength, 


By law we cannot, and we 
should not, have a Secretary of 
Defense who is a professional 
military man, All the same, 
the Secretary of Defense must 
have at bottom the same single 
overmastering concern of any 
field commander: to have plenty 
of weapons to shoot and trained 
men to shoot them in the most 
efficient, but not necessarily 
the least costly and most pru- 
dent, way. 

It is at this vital point that 
no typical big Dusinessman, 
however honorable and able in 
his own field, can ever quite 
humanly mesh as Secretary of 
Defense with the military pro- 
fessionals. And it is their fight 
ing and command skills that in 
the end are the truly vital fac- 
tors in national security. Busi- 
ness is one thing anda good 
thing. Security is quite another 
thing. It is not useful to at- 
tempt to conmipare a pear and a 
porcupine. 


For while “the brass” have 
the highest respect, in theory, 
for private enterprise, they are 
like all professionals every- 
where. It is the art that comes 
first—and last, too—and in this 
case it is the art of war. Not 
even the most sound of nor- 
mally businesslike considera- 
tions must get into the way of 
this. 


The real job of a Secretary 
of Defense, in short, is this: (1) 
To get the services the money 
they really need, or resign in 
the attempt. (2) To crack down 
on them constantly when they 
try to intrude beyond their own 
professional sphere. (3) But to 
stay out of their way on matters 
of strategy and tactics and the 
employment of weapons, which 
these professionals have devot 
ed lifetime careers to learning. 


It is a job not for a business- 
man. but for a master politic- 
ian. A politician who can lead 
and persuade; keep a hard grip 
upon policy but a very relaxed 
grip upon operations. Good pol- 
iticilans are no more and no 
less noble than businessmen. It 
just happens that they don't 
care much about money but are 
endlessly interested in power 
and policy. This is the k'!nd 
of drive that is needed at the 
civilian top in the Pentagon.

In 1955, 
he flew to Pyongyang for nego- 
tiations of repatriation of Japa- 
nese in North Korea and then 
had informal talks with the 
North Korean side on the re- 
patriation of Koreans in Japan 
to North Korea. 

He has since been study'ng 
the Korean repatriation prob- 
lem with Masutaro Inoue, now 
in Geneva representing the JRC, 
keeping in close contact with 
the CICR. Thus, well versed 
in the issue, he is expected to 
be the right person to bolster 
Japan's case at Geneva. 

Kasai himself seemed to be 
confident of the result of the 
negotiations with the CICR, say- 
ing, “negotiations between 
Tokyo and Pyongyang are kill- 
ing me, but the direct con- 
ference with North Korean rep- 
resentatives at Geneva will be 
a different story. . .”

‘Land of Missing Men’ 


What Nyasaland Needs Most Now

LONDON—“T supported § the 
concept of the Federation of 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland be- 
cause | believed that the attempt 
at racial partnership was vitaliy 
necessary for Africa.” Five 
years ago Oliver Lyttelton, now 
Lord Chandos, spoke those 
words to me. And it will be re- 
membered that he was Britain's 
Secretary of State for the Colo- 
nies when the fedération was 
launched. 


1 think that in all the tragic 
welter of events in Nyasaland 
it is essential to reflect on those 
words of Lord Chandos and to 
remember the genuine spirit of 
humanity and idealism that lay 
behind that conception of part- 
nership between white man and 
black on which the federation 
was founded, 


In Britain and in Africa there 
were many thoughtful men just 
after the war ended who believ- 
ed that Africa was in grave dan- 
ger of becoming torn apart by 
fanatical African nationalists on 
the one hand and extreme ad- 
yocates of white supremacy on 
the other. 

It was clear that each race 
had a contribution to make to 
the prosperity and welfare of 
the continent and more parti- 
culariy to those territories 
which were multiracial. And it 
was also clear that three terri- 
tories ia Central Africa connect- 
ed with Britain—self-coverning 
Southern Rhodesia and the pro- 
tectorates of Northern Rhodesia 
and Nvasaland—offered the best 
possible area for experiment in 
racial partnership. 

What strengthened this idea 
was the undeniable fact that the 
economies of the three terri- 
tories were complementary and 
that joined together in federa- 
tion there was every prospect 
of prosperity and progress for 
all three. 

It is sadly ironical that it is 
in Nyasaland, the poorest an‘ 
most backward of the three 
territories, that African opposi- 
tion to federation has now 
erupted into violence, Nyasa- 
land, nearly 50,009 square miles 
in area and with a population 
of 2.750,000 ‘(only 8,300 of them 
white), had long been aided by 
funds of the British Govern- 
ment to prevent its inso.vency. 

It was overpooulAted for the 
amount of employment it ha‘ 
to offer. Indeed, three out of 
every eight adults of employ- 
able age were out of the ter- 
ritory at any giver timc work 
ing elsewhere— mainly on the 
Rand on the Northern Rhode- 
sian copperbelt or in Southern 
Rhodesia. It was, in short, “the 
land of the missing men.” 

After formation of the federa- 
tion in 1954, the prospect of 
Nyasaland becoming a prosper- 
ous unit at last became a 
ability. And it is fair to ask, 
after the recent upheaval, 
what its economic future could 
be if it ceased to become a 
unit of the federation. — 

Just before he returned to 
Central Africa last year | met 
Dr. Hastings Banda, leader of 
the Nyasa:and African Congress, 
in London, and asked him this 
very question. He said he hbe- 
lieved it could be self-support- 
‘ng or could form a federation 
with Tanganyika and enya, 1 
frankly do not believe myself 
that Nyasaland could ever be 
anything other than backward 
territory if it stood on its own 
and it would be in continual 
need of outside support. And 
independence is aie travesty 
without economic stability. 

It is of course true that there 
was a strong degree of opposi- 
tion to federation inside Nyasa- 
land from the very start.

The fan 
is not the usual round shape 
Sut in a flattened heart snape, 
and the stick that runs througn 
1! has a bright, ornamental 
bow tied at each end. Some 
Sanskrit writings are on the 
face of the fan.

will protect the bearer from 
thunderstorms, sickness. and 
mre.

Regarding its origin, it is told 
that Kanshin-washo, a great 
Chinese Puddhist priest who 
came to Japan in 753, establish- 
ec, the Toshodaiji Temple.
